The suicide of Richard Adam Timmer - 
scheidt, who jumped from a window of 
his apartment at 200 West Fifty-ninth 
Street on Thursday morning, was still 
unexplained yesterday.

At the con- 
cl t the conference John Moffat, 
the Executive Secretary of the Federal 
Council, said that the meeting had been 
most harmonious and that there was 
every reason to believe that the close 
co-operation desired by the Red Cross 
and the council would be realized in 
the immediate future. 

Judge Lovett, as -Chairman of the. 
National Red Cross Committee on Co- 
operation, said that he had presented 
to the conference a memorandum which 
nad been ted by the committee of 
which he is the head, and had the 
approval of the War Council of the 
Red Cross, of which Henry P. Davison 
is the Chairman. In substance, Judge 
Lovett said, the memorandum invited 
all national relief societies. to become 
national auxiliaries of the Red Cross, 
each auxiliary to retain its present 
name and organization and to carry on 
its work in the United States. This 
meant, he said, that an auxiliary might 
continue to raise funds in its own name, 
as heretofore.

STRIKE OF ITALIANS 
DELAYS BIG LINERS 


| Six Laborers 
in Loading Coal in Man- 
batten Break Contract. 


Plea for Patriotism for italy and 


Other Allies Expected to Bring 
Strikers to Terms. 


Six hundred Italian heavers, who 
load the fuel into the bunkers of ocean 
liners, have been on, strike since Mon- 
day, and through their action the sail- 
ing of ships this week has been delayed. 
The men were under contract to the 
companies until Sept. 1 to load the coal 
on the steamships at 40 cents an hour, 
but they broke this contract.on Mon- 
day and have been demanding 50 cents 
an hour. 

The strike does not include the coal 
heavers in Hoboken or Brooklyn, but 
only those working on certain piers in 
Manhattan. The loss to the companies, 
it was said, is about $5,000 a*day for 
each of the big ships.
